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SCHOOL  EEPORT. 


To  THE  Town  of  Franklin  : — 

Your  committee  submit  the  following  report : — 

In  the  commencement  of  the  school  year  we  called  your 
attention  to  the  alarming  number  of  absentees  from  school, 
also  to  the  sin  of  truancy,  which  existed  to  some  extent  in 
town.  To  obviate  these  difficulties,  we  appointed  truant 
officers  to  assist  us  in  the  unpleasant  duty  of  enforcing  a more 
general  attendance  in  our  town  schools.  Our  efforts  in  this 
direction  have  not  been  useless  or  in  vain,  — not  that  we 
have  accomplished  all  that  was  desirable,  or  that  duty  de- 
manded at  our  hands.  What  we  have  done  has  been  entirely 
at  the  expense  of  the  town,  as  most  of  the  absentees  were 
children  of  poor  parents,  who  could  ill  afford  to  pay  the 
mone3'-penalty  of  their  neglect.  In  fact,  most  of  the  absentees 
were  kept  at  home  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  their  parents 
in  providing  for  the  immediate  necessities  of  home.  There- 
fore we  have  instructed  our  officers  not  to  serve  any  process 
upon  any  one  for  past  offences,  would  they  only  promise 
compliance  with  the  law  in  the  future.  Most  of  these 
promises  have  been  faithfully  kept ; others  have  come  into 
school,  and  then  taken  advantage  of  the  fact  that  the  com- 
, mittee  would  not  visit  the  school  for  another  month,  and* 
know  nothing  of  their  absence  for  the  time  being.  In  these 
cases  we  think  it  would  better  have  subserved  the  interest 
of  all  concerned  had  we  enforced  the  letter  of  the  law. 
Feeling  that  our  aversion  to  distress  even  those  who  have 
sinned  against  themselves  has  led  us  into  error  in  this  direc- 
tion, we  think  it  would  be  unsafe  for  any  delinquent  to  place 
any  reliance  upon  our  sympathies  the  coming  3'ear.  Our 
average  attendance  is  not  yet  what  it  should  be.  We  ask  the 
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co-operation  of  all  parents  and  guardians  in  this  work  of 
reform.  Would  they  sacrifice  a tithe  to  get  their  children  to 
school  that  they  do  to  feed  and  clothe  them,  we  would  have 
no  reason  for  an  extra  paragraph  every  3'ear  on  absenteeism. 
Yes,  would  they  sacrifice  as  much  as  they  do  for  the  extrav- 
agances and  luxuries  of  life,  we  should  have  no  reason  to 
complain.  We  delight  to  see  a school  well  dressed,  neat 
and  tidy  in  all  their  apparel ; but  when  we  see  a child  v^dng 
with  the  peacock  in  his  outer  plumage,  and  little  or  no  pains 
taken  to  send  him  to  school,  we  can  but  ask,  what  is  the  body 
more  than  the  mind,  that  all  this  care  should  be  bestowed 
upon  one  to  the  neglect  of  the  other? 

We  wish  to  call  special  attention  to  a more  practical 
demonstration  of  a deeper  interest  on  the  part  of  parents 
and  guardians  in  the  progress  of  our  schools.  We  wish  them 
to  visit  their  children  in  school;  encourage  them  by  their 
presence  ; see  that  they  have  all  the  advantages  that  their 
love  and  generosity  have  provided.  We  prize  the  confidence 
of  parents,  in  our  work  of  educating  their  children,  that  we 
will  use  the  means  they  place  at  our  disposal  to  the  best  pos- 
sible advantage  which  our  judgments  can  devise  for  the  men- 
tal and  moral  upbuilding  of  those  precious » germs  they  place 
under  our  charge.  But  could  we  not  do  more  if  we  had  the 
encouragement  of  their  presence  occasionally?  Would  it  not 
stimulate  the  scholars  to  greater  exertion  to  have  perfect  les- 
sons, if  they  knew  a parent’s  loving  eye  was  to  gaze  upon 
them  admiringly  as  they  witnessed  the  results  of  their  efforts, 
-or  to  fall  in  shame  over  their  failures? 

We  find,  in  looking  over  the  reports  of  our  teachers’  State 
•.and  county  conventions,  much  written  and  said  in  relation  to 
the  best  methods  of  teaching  the  English  language  ; whether 
we  have  four  or  five  moods,  and  what  course  the  teacher  shall 
pursue  in  order  to  induce  a love  for  and  an  inspiration  to  the 
pi-actice  of  correct  speaking  and  writing,  and  as  to  what  age 
a scholar  ought  to  take  u])  this  study  of  life.  ^ AVe  call  it  a 
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life-stiiJy,  because  all  active  life  is  the  result  of  thought,  or 
ideas  brought  home  to  the  understanding  by  the  word  sys- 
tem, — either  written  or  spoken.  As  to  the  importance  and 
power  of  this  study  for  man’s  good  no  thoughtful  mind  can 
doubt.  As  to  the  age  when  pure  or  impure  language  takes 
form  and  shape  in  the  child-mind,  we  believe  it  is  when  the 
child  begins  to  want  and  think.  Before  it  learns  to  talk  the 
want  is  expressed  by  a look  or  sign  ; then  language-lessons 
follow.  If  imperfect,  the  child  learns  to  imitate  ; if  correct, 
he  as  readily  imitates.  This  law  of  like  producing  like  does 
not  end  with  the  lessons  of  the  nursery.  But  the  child  enters 
the  school-room.  To  him  it  is  a new,  a wonderful  world, 
and  the  teacher  is  the  central  attraction  in  this  new  life. 
Every  word  and  way  is  noted  ; the  smile  or  the  frown,  the 
pure  and  gentle  word  or  the  sarcastic  taunt,  all  make  their 
impress  upon  the  child  learner.  The  teacher  may  not  think 
she  is  giving  these  little  primary  language-lessons,  but  her 
thoughtlessness  does  not  change  the  fact.  Nor  does  the  law 
of  imitation  end  with  the  smaller  children.  The  language, 
the  spirit  and  moral  bearing  of  the  teacher  are  most  surely 
reflected  upon  her  pupils.  We  have  spoken  thus  plainly, 
hoping  that,  whether  we  introduce  Swinton’s  pages  or  fix  a 
date  for  the  formal  study  of  grammar,  that  each  and  every 
teacher  will  remember  that  all  she  says  in  the  hearing  or 
presence  of  her  pupils  is  so  much  oral  instruction  in  the 
science  of  lansjuage.  We  omit  several  su2:«festions,  which 
might  be  profitably  discussed,  to  make  room  for  a detailed 
account  of  school  expenses,  including  miscellaneous,  and  the 
bill  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  hoping  that  after  this 
year  you  will  not  ask  us  to  incur  the  expense  of  a detailed 
account  in  our  report.
